ADMITTED SLAYER OF WIFE 
DENIES CRIME UNDER DRUG 


MARTINEZ (#)-—-Can a truth 
serum determine whether a man 
committed murder ? 

A wire recording made while 
the defendant was under the in- 


fluence of the drug, sodium pento- 
thal, was played at a murder trial 


yesterday. Superior Judge Hugh 
Donovan, who permitted it, said: 
“This might be unique in the an-

In the hour-long reeording, 
Kenneth Long; 26-year-old air 
force sergeant, denied the fatal 
stabbing of his wife, Barbara 
Jean, 22, last June and accused 
| another man 

On Wednesday, testifying in 
court, Long had said he couldn't 


remember but “from the looks of 
things, I guess I must have done 
i” 

The recorded version of. the 
slaying was made Oct, 30, after 
Dr. Meyer A. Zeligs, member of 
the University of California med- 
ical faculty, hdd administered the 
drug. 

Long’s recorded statement said 
he flew home from Anchorage. 
Alaska, after receiving a letter 
from his wife that she wanted a 
divorce. He wanted her and their 
two children, Karen, six months, 
and Kenneth Jr., 3, to go back to 
Alaska. 

Next, he said, they went to a 
priest and a reconciliiation was 












apparently effected, but when 
they returned home, “she laughed 
and said she lied to me at the 
priest's’

His wife nt to the bedroom 
and “she told me this man made 
love to her there She didn’t 
know Whether I was Karen's fath- 
er or not.’ 

While they were talking, the 
other man appeared with a butch- 
er knife

Was d there. She said, -‘Ken- 
neth, he is going to kill you and 
get you out of the way so we can 
have happiness 

I was standiing in the middle 
of the floor and he killed my wife. 
I saw fim kill he He stabbed 
her 

Then, Long was told by the man 
to call police and say he, Long, 
had committed the murder. The 
other man _— then disappeared 
through the window. 

Dr. Zeligs’ explanation of why 
Long told police he had done the 
stabbing was that he was act- 
ng under hypnotic influence 

The psychiatrist said he used 
the truth serum on Long because 
he found Long the “typically pas- 
sive, submissive type” to whom
